At two o’clock the party boarded the “‘Wau- 
bic,” a fine steamer belonging to the Northern 
Navigation Company’s fleet, to make the sixty- 
mile trip along the islands of the Georgian Bay to 
Parry Sound. 

The 30000 Islands form one of the most re- 
miarkable geological and scenic features in the 
world. ‘The islands are for all te world like the 
Thousand Islands well known to all our readers. 
Indeed it is the same series of Laurentian rocks 
that has its genesis here passes down through 
Muskoka, Haliburton Peterborough, Frontenac 
and crosses into the State of New York at the 
Thousand Islands. 

Multiply the Thousand Islands by thirty and 
you have the Thirty Thousand Islands.. We 
asked one of the officials of the boats if there 
were actually that many islands in the group. 
He assured us that the government survey part- 
ies had actually located and numbered that many 
islands. Our boat passed through sixty miles of 
these islands and we were told that they extend- 
ed on up a hundred or two miles farther. As the 
boat winded its tortuous course in and out in the 
narrow channels disclosing Seach instant new 
points of beauty, and this kind of thing kept up 
mile after mile and hour after hour we become 
almost wearied with trying to see and appreciate 
all the scenic grandeur that the route disclosed.

At Parry Sound the thoroughly-hungry party 
took evening dinner at. the Belvidere, a fine 
summer hotel, on one of the hills surrounding 
the harbor. We were accommodated for the 
night on the ‘‘Germanic” another of the Northern 
Navigation Company’s fleet and set out on our 
return journey to Collingwood at 6 oclock a. m. 

As we entered Collingwood harbor a deafen- 
ing din arose from >the factory whistles and 
steamboat whistles lying in the harbor.

JIM HILL. 


Jim Hill of the Great Northern“ was in his 
New York office the other day, says the New York 
Chamber of Commerce, for the first time in six 
weeks. He was questioned by newspaper report- 
ersabouta story sent out on Saturday irom 
Winnipeg to the effect that he and his associates 
had purchased the charter of the Alberta Central 
railways. 

“1 don’t know where this road is’’ said Mr, 
Hill in answer to inquiry, and added that he was 
not inthe habit of buying railroads which he 
knew nothing about. He denied: that he was 
pratt peer branching out his roads as de- 
scribed in the dispatches. 

Ever since the Great Northern announced its 
$600,000,000 bond issue, various reports have been 
circulated asto the uses to which the funds were 
to be put. ° One of them had it that the railway 
warfare between the Soo Canadian Pacific ane the 
Great Northern, with Canada asthe goal, was 
the purpose of the bond authorizatlon. As re- 
gards the Alberta Central Propcstoe: it was of- 
icially stated that Mr. Hill would. at once com- 
mence construction of the lines extending north 
and south from the border to northern | limits of 
Alberta. South line, it was reported, would run 
due south, to connect with the main line of The 
Great Northern on the American side of the bor- 
der, while line north would run into northern 
wilds as far as Hillis inclined to build, forthe 
charter provides for a line intu the land of the 
set a Sun.

QUAINT STORY RECALLED 


A Colony of Cossacks Taste the Ex- 
perience of Thele Forefathers 

Cne of these curious Instances of 
quaint historical survival, of which 
many occur in Asia Minor, has lately 
come before official Russian attention 
In Constantinople, It is the case of a 
colony of about 3,000 Rursian Cas- 
aacks,,settled In Anatolla, Asia Minor. 
The forefathers of these Cossacks lef: 
Russia for voluntary exile 350 years 
ago. Their departure was occasioncd 
by an attempt to enroll their names 
for census purposes in writing. Ac- 
cording to the creed of these peasants 
the writing down of their names jeo- 
pardizes thelr chances of salvation, 
for {t involves the curse of Anti-Christ, 
enabling him to set his seal upon 
them. During the whole of this time 
the Cossacks have kept their Identity 
absolutely Intact. They speak a Rus- 
sian dialect bearing the same relation 
to the language of the present day as 
does our modern English to that of 
Chaucer. They wear the Russian 
dress of three centuries ago, and even 
grow herbs, uncultivated elsewhere in 
Anatolia, to make the dishes that were 
the food of mediaeval Russia. A few 
months ago this little band of Rus- 
sian exiles found themselves suddenly 
faced by the same danger that threat: 
ened their ancestors in the sixteenth 
century. ° The Turkish Government 
having decided to call upon its Chris- 
tian subjects for military service, de- 
manded the enrollment of these men 
of the community who were of age, 
and again they were in danger of the 
seal of Anti-Christ. This time a split 
occurred. The young men urged that 
since they could not avoid enrollment 
it were best to serve in Russia among 
thelr kindred. but the older members 
were In favor of remaining. The arbi- 
tration of the Ruasian’ Consul in Con- 
stantinople was invoked, and through 
his agenoy, funds were obtained from 
the Russian Government to enable 
those who wished to do so to return to 
Russia, Jeaving the rest to live on a 
tiny ethnological island among the 
races of Anatolia. :

Ottawa, July 4.—Charles A. Gatarce, 
fhe new Argentine consul at Ottawa, 
will arrive on the sixth or seventh of 
July, H. Mayer, the present consul, 
receiving word to that effect yester- 
day.

Sir Charles Moss Unveils Laura Se-

He spok* 
of the work of former Premier Ross 
and also of Mrs. Currie of St. Cath- 
arines, through whose efforts the 
money was obtained from the Govern- 
ment for the erection.of the monu- 
ment. Sir Charles, on behalf of the 
Government, presented the monument 
to J. Langmuir of ‘the Victoria Park 
Commission.

ion. In fact, his activities in any one branch 
would have been an excellent record for any one 
man, but he was many sided: He was largely 
engaged in commercial undertakings and directed 
a great business during the whole latter part of 
his life; he carried on detailed researches and pub- 
lished many memoirs on the group of echino- 
derms—a subject on which he was regarded as 
the leading authority.

Toronto un- 
luckily, was in the path of these mi- 
gratory breezes from the sunny south 
and we suffered on account of it, 
Southwest winds all over the pro- 
vince for the past few days have 
been the hardest’ to bear. They are 
coming directly from the heated area 
of the Atlantic coast. It takes,a long 
time for this zone of high tempera- 
ture to collect there, and, unfortun- 
ately it will take some considerable 
time before we again get rid of its 
meanderings, 

The scorching rays have done dam- 
age to much of the fruit crops. Farm. 
ers in the different districts around 
Toronto report that their crops are 
suffering greatly from the hot weath- 
er and the scarcity of rain. All the 
grain and root crops that were plant- 
ed late will hardly be worth harvest- 
ing. Many farmers expect their har- 
vests to ail in the barn this 
month, which means that the grain 
has been sown, ripencd and harvest- 
ed in less than three months, which 
is far too short a time to produce 
good grain.

FLOTILLA MEETS STEAMER 


Amid a Multitude of Varicolored 
Lights the Druid Steams Into Har- 
bor Bearing the Premie. and His 
Party —. Thousands of Cheering 
Citizens Line the Streets— 
Addresses Are Presented, 


Montreal, July 12—Both banks of 
the river were ablaze with light as 
the Goyernment steamer Druid, bear. 
ing Sir Wiltrid Laurier and his party, 
passed up the channel. Sir Wilfrid's

into service and met the Druid miles 
below the city with a flotilla of boats 
gaily bedecked and illuminated.

When the fire passed and the heat 
became less intense, the two Flynns 
and Gibbs rushed back and found 
the bodies of their companions, burn- 
ed and blackened, lifeless on the 
ground. The dead men were the man- 
agor of the mine, Andrew Yuill of Wil- 
ton avenue, Toronto; Joe Fletcher, 
Toronto; Frank Flynn, Bracebridgs, 
and Dwyer, the American. Frank 
Flynn was the brother of the two 
Flynns who escaped, and Yuill was 
their brother-in-law. 

The fire was swept in a tornado of 
wind, which nothing could withstand, 
and the flames rose 200 feet in 
awirling and roaring like a million 
live devils.

NAVAL GUN POINTERS. 


How They Are Aided by the Telescope 
Sight ana Creesber. 

Pernpaps very ten outside of the 
service know of ‘the important part 
that the telescope and the crossbar 
sight bave played in the development 
of target work. Before the recent tn- 
troduction of the telescope and the 
¢rossbar the gun poloter strained his 
eyes in the impossible effort to adjust 
thelr focus to three widely separated 
objects simultaneously, the rear sight 
a few inches away, the front sight a 
dozen feet distant from the rear one 
and the target anywhere from 1.500 
.to 13,000 yards. Ordnance experts 
worked over this problem, and the re- 
sult was the introduction of the :tel- 
escopic sight and the crossbars—two 
Pleces of crossed wire at the end of 
the telescope. When these “cut™ on 
the target the gun polnter presses his 
electric button nnd the gun does the 
| rest.

During Mr: Borden’s tour of the West, which 
closed last week, the Opposition leader addressed

jons on which Mr. Borden was pressed to change 
his course regarding the question now uppermost 
inthe public mind was the choice of the men 
selected to give utterance to the views of these 
Western farm organizations. The chief spokes- 
man for Manitoba was J. W. Scallion, Honorary 
President of the Manitoba Grain Growers’ Asso- 
ciation, and a Conservative ; the principal spokes- 
man in Saskatchewan was F. C. Tate, M.P.P., 
one of Mr. Haultain’s lieutenants in the Legisla- 
ture of the Province ; the leading place in Alberta 
- was taken by E. J. Fream, Secretary of the Un- 
ited Farmers of Alberta, and who. in the last 
* Dominion election, was the most effective plat- 
eS form assistant of the Consérvative candidate in 
aa Red Deer. 
BS Of equal significance is the. attitude of the 
Western press. Two of the most thoroughly in- 
dependent papers in all Canada are the Winnipeg 
Tribune and the Saturday News of Edmonton. 
Both of these papers have made it plain that they 
would, in the absence of the reciprocity question, 
have “opposed the Government in the coming 
election. But they look upon reciprocity as the 
aa issue which overshadows all others, and they are 
", whole-heartedly in favor of reciprocity. More 
e noteworthy still is the attitude of at least one lead- 
Re ing Conservative journal.’ The Regina Standard, 
& the principal organ of the Conservative party in 
e Saskatchewan, after hearing Mr. Borden, said.

The statements of the officials have been 
borne out in several cases before the courts 
recently, notably the Deline case, where a 
shameful state of affairs was proven to exist. 

We have often thought that money is being 
sent to Japan and’ China by our churches 
that. could be more protitably spent in su 
porting Missionaries in our own northern dis- 
tricts. We are not discouraging the cause of 
foreign missions and we are sure that ii the. 
individual members of the churches did their 
duty in aiding the missionary cause the whole 
world would soon be brought into the light of 
Christianity, but we must take the situation 
as we find it, and try to find a remedy. 
_. There are many sparsely settled commun- 
ities in the districts referred to -that are not 
served by asingle church and have school 
only a few months in summer. This con- 
dition tends to demoralize the community. 
Where the principles of the Bible are un- 
known, can we expect a moral people to ex- 
ist? The regulations of the Education De- 
partment forbid the teaching of the Bible. 

The only way to improve conditions a- 
mong the parents is through the church.

BONES OF THE EAR. 


The Little Stirrup When Displaced 
{ 


Causes Noisea In the Head. 

Vibrations of the eardrum are com- 
municated to the inner ear by means 
of three exceedingly small bones, one 
of which is called the stirrup. Wheo 
thts particular ttle bone is displaced, 
however slightly, the patleat hears 
sounds which are subjective, or, to 
use plainer terms, ndises confined ex- 
clusively to the auditory apparatus 
and not heard by otbers. These sounds 
frequently seem Uke wind whistling 
through a crerice or a buzzing such as 
ene bears when passing under a net- 
work of wires on a windy day. Other 
sounds of similar subjective origin are 
classified as musical “They take the 
form of ringing bells, trumpet blasts, 
organ notes and the piping of birds, 
Still avother form conveys to the pa- 
tient sounds such as frogs make as 
they alt on logs and lke the shouts of 
a crowd at a baseball game. © 

Dr. Marage, a famous French aurist, 
recently lald before the Academy of 
Sciences in Paris tbe results of his 
study of a thousand cases of this ‘gen- 
eral sort. He bas found that the nerves 
of the ear in certain cases maintained 
the conducting position which they as- 
sumed when they’ transmitted . the 
sound of a ringing bell or tke sound, 
and, Ike an electric button out of 
position, kept the bell vibrations from 
being interrupted: " Other sounds were 
produced by. the persistent excitation 
of the auditory nerve centers. Bigh 
frequency. electrical corrents and vi 
bratory massage have been used. by 
leading specialists in the treatment of 
car troubles in thesé eeveral cor 
and the results have been encouraging.

_ Freezing Milk In Blocks. 

New’ Haven, Conn., = 14.—As a 
result.of the present scarcity of milk, 
experiménts in freezing it are being 
tried ‘in this city, with a view to pro- 
viding-a supply when delivery is 
slow. The plan is to freeze the milk 
into’ blocks of 250 and 300 pounds, 
which may be used as fo’ neces- 
sary..

HUGE RESERVOIR 
FOR OLD LONDON 


One That Will Hold a Thousand 
Milllon Gations Haz Been 
‘Constructed 


London will shortly come into the 
possession of another large reservoir 
holding a thoveand million gaiisns cf 
water, and covering 120 acris. This 
new artifical lake, which wil be 
opened in the summer, !s situated in 


Surrey, about twelve mils from the 
city. It willbe one of the largest 
reservoirs constructed in Europe, ani 
bas taken nearly three years to com 
plete, The actual work of ding 
the reservoir has cost cbout q 
the engines, pumps and turb'n.s abou 
$250,000. The connecting river be- 
tween the Thames acd the pump'ng 
station, which is a quarter of a mile 
long, twenty-two feet wide, and ci,ht 
feet, deep, cost, with the pumping sta- 
tion, just about $350,000. Moderp 
methods of building cpen reservoira 
of this character prescribed the !ay- 
ing of ten miles of ra!iroad track on 
and around the site. ‘Three steam 
shovels “bit” out a hundred .cnd 
twenty ceres of: soll to the neces-aty 
depth, and with the aid of 1,200 men, 
shifted as much as 70,009 cuble yards 
of certh {n a month, The sand xrd 
ballast teken cut were uscd to make 
concrete elats and biccks for the 
walls of the reservoir, ard the London 
clay was utilized to make a 81d 
foundation for the cinbankment 
which {s over a mile in length <A 
miliion cublc yards of earth, sand. 
ballast and clay were taken out by 
the steam shovels. With the exe p 
tlon-of the concrete lining the irnzr 
slope of the embankment. wall, the 
work is erded. This Uning will, how- 
ever, be completed very chortly and 
the great reservoir will be filed and 
ready for use.

: The timeis not now many weeks distant 
when Belleville will hold its: annual fair, We 
have been wondering if the citizens were going to 
unite to make this the best thing of the kind that 


has been seen in this section of Ontario, or if they - 


‘would settle back with an air of indifference and 
‘say by their actions ues fairs don’t amount to 
.much anyway. 

Last fall, Belleville had an excellent fair, credit- 
able alike to the district that could. produce such 
exhibits, and to the men who were at the head 
of the organisation..». But excellent as it was it 
received only the most lukewarm support from 
the people of the city. . Very few of the citizens 
even thought it worth while to attend... There 
was a large crowd there, particularly on the last 
day, but nearly all came from the country dis- 
tricts. ;

The directors are planning for a bigger and 


more ambitious exhibition this year, and they are’ 


hoping for a patronage | that will justify them in 
their efforts. : 

A good fair means much to the town, or city 
where it is held. Nothing has done so much to 
‘advertise and boom Toronto and indeed ‘all Can- 
ada, as the Toronto exhibition, 

We cannot hope in this city to rival Toronto, 
but we can achieve a success quite as ‘great in 

-proportion. Good fairs do not grow on trees. It 
means strong Continuous effort from year to year. 
It needs the disinterested services of the most 
capable men in the community. 

In the village. of Markham, twenty-three 
miles from ‘Toronto is held ‘‘Canada’s Greatest 
County Fair.” On the last day of this remark- 

-_able county exhibition fully fifteen thousand peo- 
ple on an average crowd into the little town. 
Special trains and excursions ‘are run from vari- 
ous adjoining districts. The fair has become so

James C. Mars is well known for his |’ 


daring in the field of aviation. At 
the age of filteen he learned para- 
chute. jumping as a pupil of Captain 
Tom Baliwin, the aviator, and though 
only a young man he has been a cir- 
cus rider, lion-tamer, high diver and 
balloonist. He took up aeroplaning 
with Glen Curtiss a year ago, on 
his second day’s practice made twen- 
ty-five flights. He left San Francisco 
last December and came back last 
month laden with trophies of 250 
flights in Honolulu, Manila, Sumatra, 
Japan, Korea, Siberis, Russia, and 
on one occasion carried a royal pas- 
senger, the King of Siam. 

He has had several narrow escapes. 
Last August he fell into lower New 
York and ‘narrowly escaped 
drowning. A few weeks later he crash- 
ed down at Memphis,-Tenn., on top 
of an automobile, and was in bed for 
ten days. His young.wile, who accom- 
panies him everywhere, has been his 
companion in many of his flights. 

Should Mars succumb he will be 
the seventy-fifth victim to the science 
of aviation, the first being Lieut.. 
Thomas E. Selridge, U.8.A., Sept. 17, 
1908. In 1909, four lives were lost, in 
1910 thirty-four fatalities occurred, 
while so far this year thirty lives 
have been sacrificed.

THE MOON’S VOLCANCES. 


Causes of the Gigantic Craters and 
Great Fissure Eruptions. © 

It is evident to any one who glances 
‘npward at the moon that its volcanoes 
tre on an immensely larger scale than 
those which stud our globe. One ex- 
planation, now abandoued. is that the 
force of gravitation being there only 
one-sixth that of the earth the matter 
expelled from a crater would be spread 
far more widely, and explosions would 
be generally on a far more magulticest 
scale. Professor Pickering quotes this 
theory only to refute it in some com- 
Parisons which he made between the 
great volcanic region of Hawall and 
one of the smailer craters of the moon, 
The facts seem to him to be that the 
larger craters on the moon came into 
existence when (he thin, solid crust 
covering the molten interior was, ow- 
ing to the solidification and contraction: 
of the crust, much too small to contain 
the liquid material; The craters were 
therefore formed by the lava bursting 
through the crust and'so relieving the 
pressure. ~Later, after this relief bad 
been found and the cfust bad thicken-

Lord 
Gladstone met the National Council 
in the afternoon in the Parliament 
House, Letsle and all the chiefs at- 
tending. The Paramount Chief, in an 
address of welcome, expressed the 
hope that Lord Gladstone would lead 
the Basutos as children to clviliza- 
tion. He welcomed the High Com- 
missioner as the son of Mr. Gladstone, 
who, the chief said, knew and loved 
the Sovereign’s black subjects in 
South Africa. In conclusion, the chief 
asked Lord Gladstone to assure His 
Majeaty of his continued loyalty. 

In repsy, Lard Gladstone said he 
hoped that the councillors would al- 
ways work for the peace and vel- 
fare of the country. King Edward's 
interest In the welfare of the Basutos 
was also (clt by King George, to whom 
they could confidently look for jus- 
tice and protection.

For some time it has been known that a wire 
drawn tight and heated by an electric current red 
hot would cutits way through athick tree. Mr. 

Hugo Gautke, a German inventor, has improved 
this process by causing the wire to become 
incandescent simply by friction in working its 
way through atree. A steel wire one twenty- 
fifth.of an inch in diameter is used, and it is said 
that this can be made tu traverse a tree twenty 
inches in diameter in six. minutes. The wire is 
worked to and fro rapidly by an electric motor

The story of a pica, humorous or 
ramatic, must very clear and 
easily followed. A simple line of 
Progressive action, through a series 
of scenes, must be maintained until 
the climax is reached, each scene 
having a definite connection with 
the story. 

Do not introduce too many impor- 
tant characters; and—this most im- 
portant—try fo arrange your scenes 
‘real exterior:"—as gardens, strects, 
Janes, sen-beach. ete. When it is 
necessary to introduce an “interior,” 
have it as simple as possible. Film 
manufacturers keep a stock company 
of experienced. actors and actresses, 
but it must be remembered these 

rople, clever as they may be, are 
imited entirely to “dumb show" and 
pure pantomime to tell their story. 

Work your plot out in numbered 
sceres, each one having a definite in- 
cident.. The probability of neceptance 
is greater with light comedy stories, 
with just a touch of pathos, in a pic 
turesque setting. 

There seems little chance with plots 
of the extravazantly farcical “chase” 
type. The idea of one man, for some 
ridiculous reason, anning after an- 
other, and picking up at every turo 
all sorts and conditicns of humanity 
—with a few stray doge thrown in— 
until there is an assorted army a 
hundred or two strong “on the war- 
path.” is not a very brilliant idea, 
hor is it in demand. 

Although nothing seems impossible 
in the picture business, the beginners 
at plot-writing will be wise to avoid 
“trick” stories. The notion of an 
aviator beginning his adventures by 
falling out of his airship’ down the 
chimney of an Anarchists’ lodging- 
house has innumerable ssibilities 
for exciting elaborations; but to han- 
dle successfully this style of sto: 
requires a thorough technical knowl- 
edge of film-making, aud is too wildly 
extravagant for the beginner. 

the amateur plot-writer will 


study those films—and this kind of I 


study hay its attractive side—which 
by their simple story make a direst 
and successful appeal to an audience, 
and bear in mind the humble sug- 
gestions given here, there seems no 
Treason, if posse of the average 
share of imagination, why he should 
not succeed at writing plots for cine 
matographs. And it will be as well 
to remind him that “picture shows” 
are very popular with: children. 

The pay is good, the work pleasant, 
and, 20 far as my experience goes, 
the firms with which one has to deal 
are singularly courteous and encour- 
aging to the would-be schemer of 
moving picture plots.

THE BROOCH OF LORN, 


Interesting Relic to Be Exhibited at 
= Glasgow Exhibition. 
_ One of the most interesting exhibits 
in the antiquarian and historical sec- 
tion of the Glasgow Exhibition will 
ree rege of Lorn, ie at one 
e Was property of King Robert 
Bruce.

(e) When the silence regarding a 
given book or matter extends over a 
variety of writings, of different 
authors, of different classes of writ- 
ings and different periods of composi- 
tion, it implies either some strong 
and overpowering externa! restraint, 
such as Divine interposition, or ea- 
clesiastical or civil power; or it im- 
plics a general and wide-spread pub- 
lic ignorance which presents a 
strong presumptive evidence in favor 
of the non-existence of the book or 
writing or matter in question. 

Such, in outline, are the alms and 
principles of Lower and Higher Cri- 
ticism respectively. Right here al- 
low me to quote what was said re- 
garding Criticism . by a French 
Roman Catholic—Du Pin, who wrote 
in 1696 A.D.—that js, over two cen- 
turies ago, He says: 

“Criticism is a kind of torch, that 
lights and conducts us in the ob- 
scure tracts of antiquity, by mak- 
ing us distinguish truth from false- 
hood, history from fable, and anti- 
quity from novelty. ‘Tis by this 
means, that in our times we hare 
disengaged ourselves from an infinite 
jBumber of very common errors into 
which our fathers fell for want of 
examining things by the rules of 
true criticism. For 'tis a surprising 
thing to consider how many spurious 
books we find in antiquity; nay even 
in the first ages of the Church.” ~ 

Criticism—Higher and Lower alike 
—simply aims at reaching the truth 
—the facts, its methods, as any 
one will perceive who carefully stud- 
fes the principles as herein set forth, 
are sound. That they require care, 


| 


do nothing against the truth, but for 
the trath.” Let it not be averlock- 
ed or forgotten, that the only thing 
that can make any book truly sacred 
is the truth which it contains; for 
all truth is of God. -

The’Don, the Dago, the Greaser 
‘and the Turks are built on different lines from 
us. Americans need in their business all the 
brain power they possess. The modern Hidalgo

In parts of Europe respectable women smokes 
cigarettesin public places; in some parts of 
America ladies smoke pipes and use snuff; in 
South Carolina are good folks who eat clay.

For physicial exertion our cigarettist has a 
pronounced dislike. Should you by much effort 
get him into an outdoor game he soon grows 
‘Weary and’stops to:light a cigarette. 

When’ he rides he pollutes the morning air 
with smoke.” Ere fong he will grow as limpas a 
printer’s roller in July: his'vertebrais Goodyear; 
all of his decision goes into smoke, and if you 
ever had any hope for him they are ashes. 

The cigarettist has an abnormal egotism—he 
has much faith in himself. If this faith wavers 
he rolls a cigarette, 

Often, in advanced stages, half the day is 
given to rolling cigarettes. “To find men who 
roll cigarettes for their own smoking for one or 
two hours a day is not difficult. 

Ido not make my appeal to the cigarettist 
himself, because it is of no use. Hehas a fixed 
belief that he is immune and that all men are 
mortal but himself.

He grins at warnings, laughs at the advice 
of his best friends and turns your brotherly 
appeal into ajoke.

The man who quits the cigarette habit must 
seein his own mind the existence of the vice ere 
it can be eradicated. The trouble is in his brain. 
There is no salvation for him outside himself. 

There is no doubt that the cigarettist is often 


aman of many good impulses, and over and 
over in his heart there sweeps resolves to cease . 


all subterfuge and be true, but these maudlin 
resolves are not to be trusted any more than you 
hearken tothe promises of a ‘“‘dope fiend.’”’ The 
choice between cigarettes and daily doses of 
cocaine, morphine or bromide is very slight— 
all and each lead duwnward to disease, dissolut- 
ion—death.

'A BAD SPILL 


ON THE QUINTE

We are obliged to pay our debts 
as quickly as possible, according to 
the terms. Although an account may 
become outlawed in the eyes of the 
Civil courts, there is no lessening of, 
the obligation in the court of con 
selence or in the sight of Almighty 
God, but rather an ‘increase, for the 
longer one desists paying, the mreat- 
er is the sin toward him wh> has 
been robbed. 

We are obliged to prastice ¢ onomy 
in order to pay our debts. It doce 
not Jook well for people to wear fine 
dresses and enjoy travel, whi: th/ir 
ereditora suffer. If we do not exzcr- 
cise thrift, we are inecen zing our 
qullt( * 

How very foolish iss an act ot dis- 
bonesty! Very often the tempt:- 
tions to be dishonest are great. Men 
‘Dave the bandling of mosey, ‘hey ere 
in positions ef trust, and have many 
calls gpen their income, and so scimr- 
times they appropriate the wealth of 
others, Bat they should remember 
that’ tt Is always easier to be strictly 
honest than to: make restitution for 
a 


wrong. 

There are sols two excuses for 
non-payment of debts; first, the Im- 
possibility of making good the loss, 
and second, the 
debdt. 

The inefficacy of wealth whether 


was iustrated by the preacher, who 
told of the Saltan of Egypt on his 
death bed, sending out his windlog 
abeet to his soldiers by the herald, 
who proclaimed, “Here ie all that 
remains of the wealth. and power of 
the great Sultan." So is it not 9b- 
surd to hoard up goods and doubly so 
if they are gained by fraud? Let us 
therefore always try to be strictly 
honest in all our dealings and pay 
our lawful debts.
